Wcslern hemisphere —• Ihe United 
Stales, Canada and Lalin America. 
Since World War II, Ihis base has 
been expanded far inlo ISuropc and 
Asia. Bui Ihe ccnlcr still remains 
in Ihis hemisphere. 


For Ihis reason Ihc stale depart- 


ment and the Pentagon laid plans 
early in the game lo make Ihis 
hemisphere secure from outside al- 
lack. Communist groups and litlle 
wars among Ihc Lalin American 
countries themselves that could up- 
set things. 


"Of course," one top stale de- 


partmcnt official said "Ihcrc isn't 
the clanger ot a direct Communist 
allack in Latin America as there 
is in Europe and Asia. 


"The main job here is to keep thc 


hemisphere secure and maintain the 
flow of raw materials from Latin 
America thai American defense in- 
dustries vitally need." 


Among Ihcse slralegic materials 


arc oil, iron, copper, lead, man- 
ganese, bauxite, quartz, crystals, 
sugar, tin wool hides and skins 
and others. 


The problem in Latin America is 


two-fold: 
Military 
and Political 


economic. They work hand-in-hand. 


In 1947, the U.S. and the Latin 


American countries signed a mu- 
tual defense Ircaly whose main fea- 
lurc is this: If one of them is 
at- 


tacked by a country outside the 
hemisphere the rest will come to 
thc immediate aid of Ihc one under 
altack. 


The area covered by Ihis provi- 


sion runs from Ihe north to the 
south polo and takes 
in Alaska, 


Greenland and Pearl Harbor. 


In case war should break out in 


Europe, Asia or any other part of 
tho world thc 
American 
nations 


agreed to consult on what 
meas- 


ures they should take lo safeguard 
the security of Ihc hemisphere. 


This pacl served as a pallern for 


Ihc Norlh Atlantic trcaly, of which 
Canada is a member. 


Addilionally al a foreign 
minis- 


lers conference hero lasl April, Ihe 
Lalin American counlrics agreed 
relieve the U.S. of the burden of de- 
fendng 
many 
stralegic 
sealancs 


and bases in Ihe hemisphere. These 
defense lasks lied down around 100,- 
000 American soldiers, sailors and 
airmen in Ihc last war. 


The inter-Am e r i c an 
defense 


board in which 21 countries ar^ 
represented, is now working on an 
xip-to-clalc hemisphere defense plan 
spelling oul what defense job each 
country would carry out. 


These lasks 
involve prolcclion

In return the U.S. is helping the
